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The Applicant's arguments are understood. However, as indicated in the final rejection the claim language as submitted reads on the 
cited prior art when interpreted in a broad and reasonable manner. For example, an argument was made by the Applicant on page 4 of 
the Remarks that the PSW (106) of Kamiyama is not programmed with values. However, it can be reasonably be argued by one skilled 
in the art that even a binary bit has a value of a 0 or a 1 . 

Also on page 4, the Applicant appeals to the specification: "the selection value loaded into the flag selection memory selects one flag 
from a set of available flags" and then seeming to compare this language with the language of claim 1 goes on the state: "each... first flag 
selector presenting at an output a... selected flag from a plurality of available flags." The specification language seems to indicate a 
selection value loaded into the selection memory that selects a flag. However, the claim language seems to indicate a selector that 
selects a flag from available flags. The presented concepts from the specification and the claims are not exactly the same indicating 
more of a distinction rather than a similarity. Kamiyama reads on the claim language. 

Arguments concerning claims 12 and 15 are similar since the subject matter is substantially the same. 

In conclusion, the claim language has not been amended to sufficiently distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art when read by 
one skilled in the art with a broad and reasonable interpretation. From the example above, it appears that the concepts in the 
specification are not properly articulated in the claim language. 
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
